1 SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN 
NORTHWEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 

i : •• 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old,who wob at the 
commcnncement of the present war, 
and has since continued to be a Brit¬ 
ish subject or a subject of an allied 
or neutral country, may homestead a 
quarter section of available Dominion 
Land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberto. Applicant must appear in 
person at Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Ag'ncy for District. Entry by 
proxy may be made on certain condi¬ 
tions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each 
of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec¬ 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 pci 
acre. Duties—Resides six months 
in each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
pater t as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining home¬ 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain 'districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti¬ 
vate 50 acres and erect a house worth

“Your Account of the trial of S. 
Fintland and Rev. F. G. Mathews, for 
contravention of the fishery regula¬ 
tions, is so false to fart and damag 
ng to my reputation as a minister of 
he gospel that I must protest and re/ 
yuest you to make correction. \ 

“The actual facts of the case are at 
'ollows: We visited Sheep Creek, ear¬ 
ning with us a supply of small suck¬ 
ers for bait, caught twenty miles from 
vhere we fished for trout. After catch- 
<ng eight trout by hook and line w< 
>roke camp and went elsewhere. Out 
'ait being spoiled by the heat and 
otting, we threw them away. The 
'atohing of the suckers tend to conser¬ 
vation of food fish. 

“The only net I have is a small 
linnow net which the judge refused 
o confiscate when requested to do so 
>y the prosecutor. 

“We did not catch a trout other 
han by hook and line. Personally, 1 
neasured all the small fish I caught 
and returned the undersized immedi¬ 
ately to the river. We did not plead, 
guilty to seining the river. We car¬ 
ried htome 39 fish which, plus the few 
we etc at camp, was our total catch 
r or two days’ fishing in three streams. 

“Our plea of guilty was made to 
he charge of having several fish un 
ler legal size, and these were measur¬ 
ed after being cleaned and salted dowr. 
ind these were close to legal size. 

“We were not apprehended, and 
when informed of the information 
laid against us, we immediately went 
n search of the detective and made 
every effort possible to assist in clear¬ 
ing the matter up. 

“We had ample time to dispose ol 
»ur catch before the arrival of the 
detective, but not being conscious of 
having undersized fish in our posses¬ 
sion, we left the fish in the car to 
await the arrival of the police. These 
are the actual facts of the case, to 
which we are prepared to testify un¬ 
der oath. I am not pastor of the High' 
River Presbyterian church. Your 
speedy correction of the false state- 
■nents in your report is requested.”

■reek in the Millarville district, Rev. 
F. G. Mathews, a Presbyterian minis¬ 
ter at High River, was fined $10 and 
:osts by John Thompson, justice of the 
peace, and Inspector W. Brankley. The 
prosecution was conducted by Detec¬ 
tive J. F. Tiderington, of the provin- 
:ial police. 

Last Wednesday, in response to r 
:omplaint received from Mr. Millar, r.' 
Vlillarville, that a number of fish had 
been left to die on the banks of t 
:reek, and that they had been iaughi 
with a net, Detective Tiderington wen', 
lown to High River and there awaited 
he return of Rev. Mathews and hi: 
:ompanion, Sam Fintland of Reid Hill 
i rancher. They had about 50 fisl 
with them, mostly undersized, and ad 
nitted leaving the fish to die on th< 
tanks of the stream and that they had 
been fishing with a net. The office) 
confiscated the fish and the net, an: 
laid the charge against the ministei 
and his companion. 

There was only one chargj^ laic 
against them, that of taking fish un- 
ler nine inches and allowing them t:, 
lie, but others might have beei 
brought. Fintland had no license; 
•-hey fished with a net, and caught 
ather fish under nine inches, all a con¬ 
travention of the fishery regulations 
jf 1915.

It is announced by the Canada 
registration board that persons los¬ 
ing their registration certificates 
should make application to the cen¬ 
tral registrar, Canada Registration 
Board, Ottawa, for a new one. When 
making such application, persons 
should give all the information pos¬ 
sible, as to the number of the lost 
' certificate, the name and address of

EXFMPTED MEN MUST 
CARRY THE PROOF 


Are Liable to Trouble If 
Without The Necessary \ 
Exemption Papers 


Several recent prosecutions through¬ 
out the country would suggest that 
many seem to think that the registra¬ 
tion card received some short time 
ago is all that they have to carry, but 
such is not the ease by any means. 
Any man who may rcasonaoly be sup¬ 
posed to be within the first draft, that 
is between the ages of 21 and 31, will 
have to carry proof with him why he 
is not in uniform. If he has been Ex¬ 
empted he must carry his exemption 
papers; if he is over the draft age he 
must then produce proof of his age; 
if married he mufi be able to prove 
that fact. In short, every man be¬ 
tween the ages of 21 or 34, or whe 
may reasonably be supposed to be li¬ 
able for service under the draft mpst 
be able to show proof why he is hot 
in khaki. The law is plain on thest 
facts and the people have been well 
warned, and any person who goes tia 
veiling without the neoessary docu 
ments is liable to run into consider¬ 
able trouble.

Order by Canada Food Board Design¬ 
ed to Save Wheat Supply 


That Canada is at war has again 
been brought home to every man, wo¬ 
man and child when the Food ucjnrd 
of Canada ordered that all bnead 
made from standard wheat flour niust 
be mixed with a percentage of sub¬ 
stitutes for wheat. The order Else 
requires that each and every loaf be 
labelled “Victory Bread,” as a giar- 
ar.-'ee that the prescribed amount* of 
substitutes for standard wheat flour 
are being included. 

The effect of this order is calcu¬ 
lated to save the existing wheat Sup¬ 
plies so as to make them last lout 
until .‘he wheat of the coming hardest 
reaches the flour mills and the new 
flour is distributed for consumpiion 

The new order defines substitutes 
for wheat as corn, oats, barley, rice 
rye, buckwheat, tapioca and-any mix¬ 
ture of same; potato flour, bran anc 
shorts, or‘meal, rolled oats, corn meal 
corn starch, hominy, com grits, ,ric. 
meal and potato meal. 

After July 15 one pound of whea 
substitute must be used by all baker; 
confectioners and public eating place: 
with every nine pounu. «.» siandart 
wheat flour in m.king any bakers 
products, and the same rule shall ap 
ply to every person in Canada wh< 
bakes bread, rolls or pastry for pri¬ 
vate consumption. 

In all Canada east .of Pert Arthu: 
the proportion is to be increased tt 
one pound with every four.

Dr. Stanley and Daughter in Serious 
Motor Mixup

RATIONING SYSTEM 
TOO EXPENSIVE HERE 


If Adopted In Canada Would 
Cost $10,000,600 
Annually 

The Canada Food Board’s latest re¬ 
gulation in regard to using wheat sub¬ 
stitutes for the manufacture of 
bread, etc., has naturally created 
widespread attention. There has been 
considerable talk from time to time of 
the Food Board establishing a ration¬ 
ing system for the Canadian public, 
but it can be luken for granted that t 
;eneral rationing system will not bt 
established. The people will.be ap¬ 
pealed to from time to time to con¬ 
serve the essential foods, and it will 
be up to them to fall in line and dc 
heir share. 

The chief reason for this decision, 
.vhich has practically been made, is th'i 
immense cost of putting it into opera¬ 
tion. It is stated it would cost $8,000,- 
900 to $10,000,000 to establish a gen¬ 
eral rationing system in this country 
Even then the government could nc. 
assure itself that persons in outlying 
districts or farmers at great distanc 
es from large centres would maintair 
the system. Canada is, of course 
greatly different, in this respect fron 
Great Britain, where population is sc 
dense. 

Eight millions is a lot qfjnongy tc 
spend on a system whi^n would not 
likely produce the maximum results oi 
even nearly so. So in all probability 
the idea will be abandoned. The fact 
that the Canada Food Board made in¬ 
quiries as to cost of this system shows 
that it was at least contemplated. 


CHAMPION NEWS 


KILLING THE BREEDING STOCK 


The live stock in the countries of 
the Allies in Europe has been de¬ 
creased by 46,000,000 head since the 
beginning of the war. 40 per cent of 
the hogs in France have been killed, 
and 36 peg cert of the sheep. It is 
estimated by French officials that 
French live stock cannot be restored 
to the pre-war basis until from five 
to ten years after the war. 


In Paris beef can be obtained with 
difficulty, and costs 60c a pound or 
more. In Italy beef sells from 79c 
to 82c per pound, and veal 66c to 
79c. 


Allied Europe depends on America 
for 60 per cent of its food suply. 
After the war a large proportion of 
this demand will continue. The whole | 
world is short of food-stuffs. The 
live stock population has been de-1 
creased. Russia has been socially 1 
disorganized, and is not producing! 
enough to feed herself. Farmers of! 
Canada will have an export market) 
for years, such as for which they! 
have never dreamed. - j

Operator? Will Not Be Allow- 
- ed To Cut Hay For 
Sale To Farmers.

There isn’t to be any profiteering 
about the winter feed business in Al¬ 
berta, according to .’he provincial de¬ 
partment of agriculture, and specu¬ 
lators will be strictly ruled out. Al¬ 
ready some advances have been made 
by would be hay market operators 
who have proposed taking large out¬ 
fits into the north country, cutting 
quantities of grass, and then selling 
to the farmers in the south. It was 
assumed that the free transportation 
privileges would apply in cases of this 
kind as in others, since the hay was 
eventually to go to hungry Alberta 
cattle. 

The ruling of the department, how¬ 
ever, in accordance with tpe agree¬ 
ment reached with the federal repre¬ 
sentatives a few days ago, is thrt only 
men who do the harvesting them¬ 
selves, for their own requirements, are 
to be granted the transportation 
rights. In exceptional cases arrange¬ 
ments may be made for one man’s 
supply to be cut by a neighbor, but 
there is to be ho place in the scheme 
for the speculator who wants to make 
some money by jobbing out to farm¬ 
ers in need. 

It has net yet been decided whe¬ 
ther the provincial or federal authori¬ 
ties are to issue ithe certificates en¬ 
titling farmers to the railway privi¬ 
leges. A recommendation has gone 
forward to Ottawa .‘hat the matter be 
left with the provincial department 
of agriculture, but an answer has not 
yet been received. From one source 
or the other a written certificate will 
be insisted upon before the privileges 
are granted, and each case will be 
dealt with on its merits. 

If the Dominion authorities assume 
responsibility for this work, an office 
will likely be bpened in Edmonton, 
with a special commissioner in charge, 
but in case of the provincial govern¬ 
ment being given oversight of - the 
matter the machinery of the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture will be made use 
of. Full information as to the likely 
needs and available sources of supply 
is meanwhile being gathered by the 
department’s officials. 

Reports of the serious shortage of 
hay and winter feed in the south 
country continue to come in, but to 
offset them are more encouraging re¬ 
ports from the country north of Ed¬ 
monton where there are said to be 
immense quantities of field hay, look¬ 
ing thriving and promising a good 
crop. In the district tributary to 
Grouard, for instance, and lying be¬ 
tween that settlement and Swan Riv¬ 
er, there is said to be a probable out¬ 
put of 20,000 tons. The season will 
be somewhat late, acording to news 
from Grouard, operations being like¬ 
ly to begin during the first week in 
August. Arrangements for harvest¬ 
ing in this district may be made 
through the department of agriculture 
or the locaj municipal authorities at 
Grouard, and for the farther north, 
in the Peace River and Grande Prai¬ 
rie country, information is being giv¬ 
en out by S. G. Bawden at the Peace 
River board of trade office in the Teg- 
ler block.—Albertan. 


TO PROTECT CEREALS AND 
COARSE FLOURS IN SUMMER 


(By Dr. C. Gordon Hewitt, Dominion 
Entomologist, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa). 


The coarse flours and cereals are 
specially susceptible during the warm¬ 
er seasons of the ygar to the attacks 
of insects, particularly small beetles 
and their grubs, which may cause the 
loss of valuable foodstuffs, not so 
much by what they actually destroy 
but by rendering such infested food¬ 
stuffs undesirable as human food. 

Millers and manufacturers realize, 
as a rule, the importance of handling 
such food products as rapidly as pos¬ 
sible to prevent insect infestation, and 
also know how to deal with such pests. 
The retailer and consumer are chiefly 
concerned in the matter of protecting 
such foodstuffs.’ 

Retailers should keep their stores 
free from insect infestation or cer¬ 
eals in sacks, or even in sealed pack¬ 
ages, -will become infested. In addi¬ 
tion to such preventive measures, ev¬ 
ery effort should be made to avoid 
large stocks and to dispose of cereal 
products rapidly. Care should b? 
taken to avoid the breaking or dam¬ 
aging of packages. 

Consumers should only purchase 
small quantities of cereals and coarse 
flours. Sealed packages,which have 
been damaged* shouldb^heated when 
received at home to a temperature of 
from 130 to 150 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and thgn left for nearly an hour in 
the oven while it cools off. This 
treatment will kill any insect eggs or 
grubs that may be present. As many 
of these pests enter the house from 
out-of-doors, greet care should* be 
taken in storing cereals and wheat 
substitutes; whenever possible they 
should be kept in tightly closed tin 
boxes or other indestructible recep¬ 
tacles that can be tightly closed. If 
due precautions are taken, a very con¬ 
siderable saving in the aggregate of 
foodstuffs will result.
